To be sure of obtaining healthy 


young plants for transplanting to the 
home garden or elsewhere, treat the 
soil in the seed box with boiling water 
a few days before planting. Slost all 
soils comraonly used for seed beds con- 
•:tin one or more kinds of harmful 
molds or fungi and in addition, in the 
South, a destructive eel worm which 
causes a disease of. many garden crops 
commonly called rootknot. 


Recently it has been learned by the 


United States Department o£ Agricul- 


s that seed-bed soil can be made 


reasonably free from these plant ene- 
mies by this simple hot-water treat- 
ment. If disease spores are not killed, 
plants grown in such soil will usually 
become diseased and die, or else will 
remain stunted and sickly. 
It is be- 


cause of the transplanting of puch dis- 
eased seedlings that many of the poor 
crops or fr.Hures iu the home garden 
occur.
